Boy War Veteran Dies 


| Youngest Member of Austrlian 
| Imperial Forces Was Great 
| Sufferer 


| Forty operations in efght years fail- 
jed to save the life of Bernard Haynes, 
wounded war veteran. Because he 
enlisted in the Australian imperial 
force at the age of 14 and thus be- 
came the youngest Anzac to go on ac- 
tive service, Haynes became “Baby” 
to his intimates. 

A German shell burst near him at 
Bapafime in July, 1917, and from that 
date until his death recently, Haynes 
|was never off his back. For eight 
|years the ablest surgeons in Mel- 
Rourne bent their energies toward get- 
ting him on his feet again. Opera- 
tions became almost a monthly event 
with him, and he bore them all with a 
stoical cheerfulness that won him the 
love of his nurses and the praise of 
doctors inured to suffering.

_Most of Amundsen’s Work 
Around North Pole 
In two months’ time Amundsen will 
celebrate his 54th birthday and he can 
look back on a record of exploration 
at both ends of the earth, to which he 
has devoted 30 years of his life ,and 
which added enormously to our 
knowledge of the Arctic and Antarctic. 
Most of his life’s work has been done 
around the North Pole, where 20 years 
ago he located the Magnetic Pole and 
found the Northwest Passage.

/Breen fles. They are 
Most common and destructive insects 
since they attack-a great variety ot

Protein Test For Wheat 


Plea Made For Grading of Wheat 
| According to Protein Content 

| During a discussion of estimates in 
the House of Commons, John Millar, 
Progressive, Qu'Appelle, made a plea 
for the grading of wheat aecording to 
protein content rather than by the 
present standards by which itis meas- 
ured. He thought the National Coun- 
cil of Scientific Research might do a 
great service if it investigated this 
possibility. 

He believed that at present the Can- 
ada Grain Act did not define fully the 
virtues by which a really hard wheat 
should be measured. 

Mr, Millar, at soine length, gave in- 
stances In which the grade of gratin 
had been lowered through a_ slight 
bleaching, and the lower prices obtain- 
ed, while the protein content remained 
the same. He did not suggest that 
the protein test be the only factor in 
the grading of wheat, but it should be 
one factor. The protein test, in a 
very large measure, indicated’ the 
value of the higher grades.

In the war the European belligerents 
lost 8,500,000 in killed and wounded, 
to say nothing of the vast array of 
‘crippled and diseased. The United 
States spent two and a half times as 
}much as on all of its previous wars. 
In nineteen months of actual hostili- 
ties we disbursed the equivalent of 84 
per cent, of the total expenditures of 
the United States Government from 
1791 to 1916. The money cost to Eur- 
ope was, of course, far heavier. The 
total has been placed by the federal 
{reserve board at 200 billion dollars. 
|Experts have reduced this amount to 
pre-war or gold values, of which 10 bil- 
lions would fall to our share. What 
does the loss of 70 billions mean to 
the nations of Europe? It is eqnival- 
ent to the entire national wealth of 
Great Britain at the outbreak of the 
war, to something less than the joint 
national wealth of France and Italy. 
For all the European belligerents the 
war burned up approximately 
quarter of the aggregate 
wealth.

Explored Land Of Head Hunters 


Scientist Secured Film Showing 
Process of Head Curing 


Dr. Hert S. Dickey, well-known 
scientist, and his bride of a 
few months, the former Elizabeth 


Parker, have just finished an explora- 
tion trip that carried them through the 
land of the head hunters and the most 
remote parts of South America. 

Dr. and Mrs. Dickey, with asstaff of 
film experts, have reached 
Brazil, completing a trip that began 
last November and carried them across 
the Andes Mountains on 
They obtained a full motion picture 
record of the process of reducing and 
curing human heads as practiced by 
The 
Indians had just returned from one or 
their head hunting expeditions, which 
was found to be in retaliation for the 
kidnapping of thelr women by another 
tribe, 

The party, which left Guayaquil, 
Eucador, last November, crossed the 
Andes on muleback, encountering per- 
petual snow at an altitude of 14,000 
feet within two degrees of the equator. 
They descended the eastern slope of 
the Andes into the dense jungle of 
Eucador and then entered the country 
of the Jiveros. Thence they treked 


/300 miles overiand through the jun- 


gle to the head waters of the Napo 
Embarking in canoes the ex- 
plorers paddled down the Napo to the 
Amazon River, whence they proceed- 
ed to Iquitos, Peru. A 2,000-mile 
paddle still awaited them in order to 
reach Para. 

Dr, Dickey, while in the land of the 
head hunters, saved the life of an In- 
dian bitten by a venomous snake, and 
as a reward was presented with a 
head cured while the explorers were 
im the territory. Head hunting, the 
explorers learned, is invariably in re- 
taliation for the kMnapping of women 
by other tribes and causes all the wars 
in that district. 

The skin of the victim’s head is re 
moved entirely and treated for ten 
days with tanbark and hot sand. The 
cured head measures about six inches 
in diameter. The features are well 
preserved, and the lips sewn to pre- 
vent the escape of evil spirits.
